REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS OF HANOVER 


To the School Board and Citizens of Hanover, 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 

The school census taken April 1, 1938, showed a total 
number of forty persons between the ages of five and 
twenty-one, which is one more than the number in 1937. 
Of this number twenty are boys and twenty girls. 

Miss Alice Milton has continued to do excellent work. 
She appreciates very much the kindness of the parents 
and citizens of Hanover and feels that they have the in- 
terests of the children at heart, and endeavor to be 
helpful. 

At present there are twenty-four pupils attending 
school, divided in five grades. There are eight beginners, 
three in the first grade, two in the second grade, four in 
the third grade, and seven in the fourth grade. 


The transportation this year has been very satisfactory. 


The schoolroom is in good repair and well lighted and 
heated. 

Something should be done about the water supply. It is 
especially inconvenient in the winter time as the water 
has to be carried from a neighbor’s house. 

*We hope the people of Hanover will continue the plan 
for the sixth and seventh grade children; that of attend- 
ing the Kimball School. There are eight pupils who are 
getting a great deal out of their work there. It is easy to 
see a marked improvement in their scholarship. By not 
having these extra grades, Miss Milton is able to give 
much more time to the five grades which she has. I feel 
that the people of Hanover wish to give the children 
every opportunity possible for they are our future citi- 
zens, and I am sure in later years will appreciate the 
chance so kindly given them. The cost of tuition is but 
$1.00 a week, and is a much less expensive proposition 
than it would be to divide the school.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS OF HANOVER 


To the School Board and Citizens of Hanover, 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 


The school census taken April 1, 1939, showed a total — 
number of forty-five persons between the ages of five and 
twenty-one, which is five more than the number in 1938. 
Of this number twenty-three are boys and twenty-two 
girls. 


At the end of the spring term in 1939, Miss Alice Milton 
resigned to accept a similar nosition in South Paris. Miss 
Eleanor Buck was elected to take her place. 


We appreciate Miss Buck’s diligence and efforts in her 
work. She has been particularly interested in organizing 
a group of parents who have been of great assistance to 
the school. Several interesting meetings have been held 
and some outside speakers have been present. 


Conditions in the school are practically the same as out- 
lined in last year’s report. There is need of a better water 
supply. This is a real source of trouble to the school. 


More pupils are transported to the school each year. 


Miss Buck is daily preparing a simple noon lunch for 
those who are not able to go home at noon. Had Hanover 
made application for assistance under W. P. A. it would 
have been possible to have had a W. P. A. worker who 
would have this task in charge. Under the conditions, 
however, this will be impossible. The school will receive 
its share of the surplus commodities which will be of 
benefit in preparing the noon lunches.

To the School Board and Citizens of Hanover. 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 


The school census taken April 1, 1940 showed a total num- 
ber of forty-two persons between the ages of five and twen- 
ty-one, which is three less than the number in 1940. Of this 
number twenty-four are boys and eighteen girls. | 


At the end of the spring term, Miss Eleanor Buck resign- 
ed to go to a better. position in York County. We were very 
fortunate in securing the services of Alice Milton Averill 
for the second time in the Hanover school. She is much 
appreciated by the pupils and parents. 


The school is still unprovided with a well suitable for - 
drinking water. An effort should be made in the near f1- 
ture to rectify this condition. 


The number of pupils transported to the- Kimball School 
at Rumford Point remains practically the same. 


We appreciate the efficient conveyance provided by Mr. 
Richardson. 


This vear, as in former years, the school is receiving its 
share of the surplus commodities from the government. We 
wish it were possible to have an N. Y. A. girl prepare the 
roon lunches. It is an extra burden for a teacher to do this 
with so many children in so many classes to occupy her 
whole time. 

The school has been closed for eight days on account of 
epidemie of colds. This time will be made up later. 


We are pleased with the progress made this year by the 
punils of the Hanover School.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


1942 


To the School Board and Citizens of Hanover. 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 


The school census taken April 1, 1941, showed a total 
number of forty-six persons between the ages of five and 
twenty-one, which is four more than the number in 1941. Of 
this number twenty-four are boys and twenty-two, girls. 


We feel that the plan of taking the upper grades to the 
Rumford Point School has worked successfully this vear. 
There has been plenty of work for one teacher with the re- 
maining grades. 


We find the condition of the school, in a physical way, 
very good. Perhaps the greatest need is still an adequate 
supply of good drinking water on the property. 


We would suggest that the town raise an amount of money 
to obtain the services of some person who would prepare 
noon lunches for the children. This service is especially 
needed when we consider that unless this is done we cannot 
make the most efficient use of the quantities of surplus com- 
modities which are, and have been, available. We also feel 
that in a school like this, when so large a percentage of the 
children have to come from a distance and remain all day, 
the least we can do for them is to have a well served dinner 
at noon. 


We feel that the school work has progressed satisfactorily, 
and that Miss McGregor has given her best efforts to the wel- 
fare of the school.

To Una Stearns, Constable in the town of Hanover in the 
county of Oxford and State of Maine, Greeting: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby directed 
to warn the inhabitants of the town of Hanover, qualified by 
law to vote in town affairs, to meet at K. of P. Hall in said 
town of Hanover on Monday, the second day of March A. D. 
1942, at one o’clock in the afternoon, to act on the following 
articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting.

To hear and act on the reports of the various 
town officers and to receive and audit accounts. 


Art. 4. To choose all other town officers for the ensuing 
Ve@ar. 


Art. 5. To choose a member of the superintending school 
committee for three years. 


Art. 6. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for the support of poor. 


Art. 7. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for the repair of roads and bridges. 


Art. 8. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for the support of schools, including teachers’ 
wages, fuel, janitor services, lights, conveyance, tuition, text- 
books and school supplies. | 
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Art. 9. To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for the repair or improvement of schoolhouse and 
school grounds for the ensuing year. 


Art. 10. To see if the town will grant and raise the sum 
of $28.00 for the maintenance of the improved section of 
third class road. 


Art. 11. To see what sum of money the town will raise 
and appropriate for State aid road construction (in addition 
to the amounts regularly raised for the care of ways, high- 
ways and bridges) under the provisions of Section 19, Chap- 
ter 28, Revised Statutes of 1930 or under the provisions of 
Section 3, Chapter 229, Public Laws of 1937. 


Art. 12. To see what sum, if any, the town would reeom- 
mend to take from the joimt State aid account for the pur- 
pose of applying bituminous surface treatment to State aid 
roads, in excess of the requirements of Section 2, Chapter 
132, Public Laws of 1935. 


Art. 13. To see what provision, if any, the town will 
make for serving hot lunches at the school for the ensuing 
year.

To see what sum of money the town will grant 
and raise for officers’ salaries for the ensuing year. 


Art. 24. To see if the town will grant and raise the sum 
of $15.00 for membership in the Maine Municipal Associa- 
tion. 


Art. 25. To establish a method of collecting taxes for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 26. To see if the town will authorize the Treasurer, 
with the approval of the selectmen, to hire such sums of 
money as may be necessary to pay town charges, in the anti- 
cipation of the collection of taxes and to issue and negotiate 
the notes of the town for the money so borrowed to an amount 
not exceeding in aggregate the total tax levy of the preceding 
year as temporary loans to be paid during the year 1942 out 
of money raised during said year 1942 by taxes. 


Art. 27. To see if the town will authorize the Treasurer, 
with the approval of the selectmen, to dispose of property 
acquired by the town through the expiration of tax liens and 
to issue quit claim deeds for the disposal of said property. 


Art. 28. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.
